CONSTANTINOPLE, April 16.—At a meeting of 
the Ambassadors it was decided that the de- 
tails forthe surrender ofthe territory ceded 
to Greece should be settled between them and 
the Porte, and afterwards notified to Greece, 
and that an international commission should 
subsequently be summoned to superintend the 
cession of the Territory, the Porte ordering 
the Turkish commanders to quit an hour be- 
fore the arrival, of the commissioners who 
would take possession of the various localities 
and hand them over to the Greek troops, who 
would arrive half an hour later. Tne Turkish 
commanders on leaving would take with them 
all individuals considered dangerous to the 
new order of things, and disarm all the Mus- 
sulman population. Ultimately after a sur- 
render of the territory a technical military 
commission is to be appointed to settle the 
delimitation of the frontier.

WESTERN WINTER WHEAT. 


>. 


The Amount of Damage Will Not Affect the 
Total Crop. 


CHICAGO, April 16.—The Times reports from 
all parts of the Western wheat region show an 
immense amount of damage done the crop by 
the severity of the winter, but there is not the 
slightest danger of a general failure of the har- 
veston that account. Ina majority of the 
districts the cropis backward or ina unfa- 
vorable condition, but the reports do not inti- 


| mate a failure anywhere, and inthe fact that 


good prices anda handsome harvest forthe 
two or three past years encourage the planting 
of a largely increased acreage in most local- 
ities there seems to be a fair offset for the in- 
jury suffered. Ina great many sections the 
heavy snows of the winter furnished invalu- 
able protection against the intense cold, and 
the late spring continued this defense through 
the critical period of alternate freezing and 
thawing of March. On the whole the situation 
is more encouraging thanis generally believ- 
ed, and unless disastrous late frosts or 


other unfavorable conditions materiallyimpair 
the present prospect, thegyield, taking the 
country at large, is likely not to bejmuch less 
than last year’s. Illinois and Indiana seem to 
havejsuffered more than any States. 
FRUIT. 
The frnit crop will be a total failure in many 
arts of Iilinois, Michigan, Ohio and the 
Southern States, The trees in many cases 
were killed outright. 
HONEY. 
The bee keepers suffered greatly also. 


WHOLESALE MASSACRE. 


A Negro in a Drunken Quarrel Kills Two 
Men and Wounds Four. 


CuicaGco, April 16.—A New Orleans special 
Says on Sunday evening a triple tragedy oc- 
curred at Bayou Sorrell,jIberville, a hundred 
miles from here, in which two men were killed 
instantly and four badly wounded. Aneye 
witness says a number of negros had been em- 
ployed there cutting timber for J. O. Teny & 
Sons, and Saturday night while gambling, 
Cube Austin and Elijah Wall quarreled. Next 
day eight of the men, among them Austin and 
Wall, went in a boat to the supply store, 
three miles away, where whisky

freely drunk. The ‘ quarrel 
was renewed and Austin drawing a knife drove 
Wall from the camp, and threatening death if 
he came back. Wall went to a negrocabin, 
forcibly secured a shot gun, double loaded it 
and in ambush awaited the appearance ofthe 
boat. Whenabout 125 yardsfromthe starting 
point, Wallhailed them, and withthe gun 
pointed at them ordered them to land. While 
yet begging him not to shoot, he fired, killing 
Charles Williams and Marshall Bowman and 
wounding four others, two seriously. Austin 
himself escaped unhurt. Wall is still at large. 
The Governr offers a large reward. 


DIED ON THE GALLOWS. 


The Execution of Henry Dueron in Arkansas 
Yesterday. 


LITTLE RoOcK, April 16.—Henry Dueron, 
colored, who killed his wife in the autumn of 
1879, was hung yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of several thousand witnesses at Des 
Are,, Arkansas. Dueron acknowledged his 
guilt in a brief speech, aud when the trap was 
sprung fell twelve feet and died instantly, tho 


fall breaking his neck. Dueron was 
a desperate character. He ;killed his 
first wife several years before, but 
was never brought to justice. He 
has for the past two months made 


several attempts to commit suicide without 
success. The murder of his second wife caused 
much excitement at the time and was regard- 
ed as cold blooded and indicative of a brutal 
nature capable of nothing better, Dueron was 
about forty years old and had a repul- 
sive face. His hanging is regarded as 
a just aud proper punishment for 
his develish crimes. 


TRIPLE MURDER. 


A Horrible and Fiendish Crime Perpetrated 
Near San Antonio, Texas. 


GALVESTON, Apri] 16.—The News’ San Anto- 
nio special details a horrible triple murder 
about seven miles from the city. John Sim- 
mons, a heavy stock owner, left home on Sun- 
day. Yesterday a herder named J. S. Phillips 
went out with sheep about noon. Mrs. Sim- 
mons was found lying in the herder’s room 
with her throat cut, and from appearances had 
been outrageously assaulted. An alarm was 
given and soon the bodies of achild and Mrs. 
Simmon’s mother, Mrs. Parker, were found at 
the footofan embankment, a hundred yards 
fromthe house. The skull was crushed in 
with a rock. The herder seemstothink Sim- 
mons is the murderer, but he himself was com- 
mitted without bail.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 16.—A Chico dis- 
pach last night says that Henry Swearinger, a 
resident of Dayton, seven miles from here, 
shot his mother-in-law, Mrs. David Boucher, 
killing her. He next shot his wife in the arm,

From the New York Times. 


Sweety and odd years ago, when the South 
was on the point of declaring war against the 
Union, there were few men who had more in- 
timate social and personal relations with the 
Cotton State representatives than had Simon 
Cameron of Pennsylvama. ‘He was in most 
respects entireiy unlike them, vetin some 
things he was a man 2fter their own heart. He 
was quick of action, strong willed and plain 
spaken. For these traits he was admired by 
the Southerners. But most of all, they liked 
him for his social qualities, and many an 
evening after the heat of political debate wus 
over he sat with Jeff Davis, Yulec and the 
rest peacefully, though none theless earn- 
estly, discussing the great questions which 
were them agitating the country. Two years 
ago,in his own quite home at Donegall, tie 
veteran statesmen, while disscussing those old 
days and thefriends he had known in them, 
said impressively to a correspondent of the 
Times who was with him: *‘It’s very sad to 
think that we were all so badlv broken up and 
separated by the troubles of the war. I wish 
very much that wd could all meet againin the 
old way. I would give a good deal to see some 
of the Southern Senators I used to know at 
that time.’’ At ieast one part of Gen. Came- 
ron’s Wish Tas been gratified. During his 
southern trip he met more than one of his 
old associates. His interview with Yulee was 
articularly affecting. It was in Fernandina, 
‘la., that they met. Cameron, hale, strong, 
erect and hearty, despite his unusually long 
lifetime of activity add toil, was standing 
with a number of friends when a man, bent, 
old, worn, and, though still firm upon his 
feet, plainly showed his 80 years, came to- 
ward him, saying, **Senator Cameron, I am 
delighted to welcome you to Florida.” “Why, 
Lord bless me, it’s Yulee!’’ exclaimed the 
Pennsylvania Nestor, cortialty holding out 
his hand. The Southerner took it, grasped it 
warmly, and, much affected, said: **We have 
not met since I left the Senate.’? It was true 
that grasp of hands united two old friends 
who had not seen each other for more than 
twenty years. Thatthey made the best of 
the three or four hours which they were sub- 
sequently able to spend together no one who 
knows the kindly character of the two men 
will doubt. It would be well for the country 
if many other friendships of the same sort 
could be cemented between the younger men 

of the North and South.

Distribution of Easter Water, Blessing 
_ the Triple Candle and other Catholic 
' Ceremonies. 


.- The devotions of Holy Week were closed 
to-day in the Catholic churches with solemn 
and impressive ceremonies. All the celebra- 
tions indulged in to-day anticipates the 
mystery of the resurrection which is com- 
memorated to-morrow. They typify the ris- 
ing of Christ from the tomb and the blessings 
of this awakening cast upon the world. At 
the churches mass was celebrated at an 
early hour and was followed by the rites 
incident or peculiar to the day. 


The first act following mass is the blessinz 
of the holy fire. The fire is contained in a 
thurifer and the eustom is commemorative of 
the fire that was — in the 
temple at Jerusalem. ollowing this 
the temple candle is blessed. This candle 
with its three branches exemplifies the Trin- 
ity, and the light is used to denote Christ, 
the light of the world. The blessing 
is a long and curious ceremony, 

requires considerable time for 
its performance. The next ceremony 
is the blessing of whatis called the ‘“‘paschal 
candle.’”? This wax candle, which is nearly 
four feetin height and two inches in diame- 
ter, and peeerery decoratea and stained, is 
said byf{Chur¢h writers to denote Christ him- 
self.- Before it is lighted it indicates the 
darkness that envelops the world while the 

Savior was in the tomb, and the lighting 
of it typifies the splendor of the resurrection. 
During the blessing of the candle five large 
grains of incense are inserted in it, denoting 
the aromatic spices with which 
the body of Christ was embalmed 
for burial. When the candle has been 
blessed, it is solemnly lighted from the 
sacred fire, and allthe lightsin the church 
are then ignited from the paschal candle to 
typity the scripture statement that Christ is 
the resurrection and light of the world.The last 
ceremony of the morning in Catholic Churches 
was thejblessing of the baptismal font, and 
the water used for baptisms. In several of 
the churches huge tubs of water were piaced 
inside the door. The priest, surrounded bv 
assistants,and acolytes,blessed the water with 
solem ceremonies. The water, when so bless- 
ed, is known as ‘*EKaster Water,” and 
is carried away by the faithful. 
Most of the female . members 
of the congregation who attended the mass, 
carried buckets, bottles or other vessels, and 
these were filled by ¢he priest and 
attendants, and will be treasured up.during 
the year, many Catholics re- 
garding the water ag an almost 
universal panacea. A portion of the water 
thus blessed is submitted to further conse- 
cration before it is — to baptismal pur- 
poses. Theadditional ceremonies which it 
undergoes consist in into it 
the holy oil and the sacred chrism, 
first separately aad then together, 
the operation being accompunied 
by prayers and invocations. The water is 
then Jocked upin the baptismal font and is 
used for baptisms for the ensuing vear, no 
other water being used save in cases of emerg~+ 
ency. This was the concluding ceremony of 
the week, the afternoon being occupied 
in confessions and other preparations for the 
proper celebration of Easter. The other de- 
nominations make no special celebration on 
Easter Saturday.

Without any ostentation the police have 
adopted a new policy toward the social evil, 
which, while it does not contemplate eradica- 
tions, aims to regulate the vice in respect to 
locality and to put a check on certain leud and 
impudent features.

It is directiy imported from Liussia. [ used 
to use American hemp which is just as good 
in dry seasons as any grown in the world but 
of late the crop has been wet and rotted so 
that Icould not depend on it. The Russian 
hemp is if anything superior to Ltalian for this 
special purpose—it is more compact andclose. 
Not every rope maker can make anoose. I 
know ene man whois a first class Workman, 
but he admits himself that he would not at- 
tempt to make a noose for anything. A 
merchant might be wary about his credit, 
but there is uo business in existence in which 
anything is so discreditable ag the breaking of 
a rope is to me, and consequently I am rather 
particular about my work. All rope of this 
kind is haud-laid. From the hemp I first 
spin the threads, ten or twelve of which go to 
a strand; one of the four large twistsina 
rope. Four strands are used to make 2 rope; 
this makes forty threads to a rope. My 
father who was sixty-four years of age when 
he died learned the trade = at 
Birmingham, England, and would put fifteen 
threads to a strand and sixty toarope. This 
is carefully made and afterwards soaped by a 
boy, who runs along the rope while it is being 
mude, rubbing it with castile soap. The end 
of the rope is then worked into a knot by un- 
ravelling it and tying the strands. With three 
feet from this end the noose is made by 
making aslip knot with nine coils of rope, 
through which the rest slides.’’ 

“Do you ship the nooses ready for use?’’ 

Yes, boxed and all; though I keep only a 
small supply on hand.Attheir request I often 


send instructions to the Sheriffs. 
You can see these ire —- dii- 
recting the arrangement of _ things 


ubout the scaffold.”? The following isa poge 
tion of the instructions: | 

1. In putting up the tackle take two turns 
in the first ring on the beam; then take the 
rope to the second ring, pass through once 
and take half-hitch until perfectly secure. 

2. Hang the rope to touch the top of the 
trap with the noose well open. This will 
throw the body just under the platform. For 
this.purpose the rove should. be the height of 
es aa less six inches, the dimensions of 
the box. 

4. Use a small box to ease the fall and 
avoid a hitch in springing the trap, as in this 
euse the man’s feet will not follow the trap 
down, but be thrown clear. 

4. When you receive the noose ‘soap’ or 
‘grease’ it; putit away inadry place until 
‘Wanted; soap it again just before it is used’ 

0. Do not use yellow soap as it has too much 
rosin and will cause the rope to stick fast in 
the coils. Use castile soap or slain lard. 

6. If light let the man fall his own height, 
if heavy not over four feet. 

“Have any improvements been made in 
scaffolds and nooses?” | 

“No, sir; not a single improvement, unless 
that the ropes now are not so thick as they 
formerly were. During the war two rebel 
spices were arrested and sentenced to be hang- 
f dl. A fellow with a patent scaffold got per- 
lission to use hisinvention. EI had to make 
trope sixty feet long. There was a series of 
Pulleys along the beam and the rope was 
fastened witha staple. I knew that my rope 
Would be cut going through those pulleys or 
hy the stap!e and I said so, but I had to make 
il. One of the men was a pene big fel- 
OW, andthe other a small man, about 140 
pounds. Well, when the trap was sprung 
the men went down and the heavy man’s 
rope broke just at the side of the staple 
Which, as I bad said, cut it through. The 
van fell to the ground, but he was as dead as 
“ door nail before the rope broke, for his neck 
Was cracked.

SIMON’S SUPPLICATWON: 


The Father of thse Child Abducted 
at Funeral in Court.

The Father Searched by 
Policemen. 


—_- 


The court-room of Judge Horner was well 
filled this morning, a hearing being looked 
forin‘the Simon habeas corpus case. The 
petitioner inthis matter is the father, a Kansas 
City clothier, who seeks to regain the custody 
and control of his little boy aged 
eleven years. Mr. and Mrs. Simon 
‘have had family differences and have lived 
apart for the last sevenjyears; the boy who is 
the subject of the court proceeding having for 
three years past been in the custody and con- 
trol of the father, living under his roof at 
Kansas City. There were two other boys in 


the family who remained in the custody 
of the mother, residing in this 
city. The conflict for possession 
of all the children from thetimethatthe mother 
and father separated appears tohave been 
bitter, and the father in 1872 jsought to obtain 
sole control of the children by a habeas corpus 
proceeding before the late Judge Colvinin the 
Court of Criminal Correction. That Court 
howeve1 awarded the custody of all 
the children to the mother. The lad in 
question, however, came into the possession 
oftne father three years ago. <A few days 
since the father received a telegram announc- 
ing the death of one of the children in the cus- 
tody of the mother,and he hastened down here 
with his little boy to attend the funeral. 
In the neighborhood of the cemetery some 
parties acting in sympathy with the mother 
and elder son got possession of the younger 
lad and carriedgfhim away fromthe father,who 
made a frantic chase to recover him, but 
failed. Judge Gottschalk, as counsel forthe 
father, thereupon appealed to the Circuit 
Court for a proper adjudication of the 
father’s rights, and Mr. Rassieur was 
engaged to assert the rights of the mother. 
The lad, a bright little fellow, was brought in- 
to court this morning by his mother and sev- 
era] lady friends who are manifesting a deep 
interest inthe matter. Before Judge Horner 
mounted the bench quite a sensational scene 
occurred in the court-room. Police Officer 
O’Malley and another officer entered and 
approached the fathér for the purpgse of 
searching him. Counselfor the mother had 
been advised that the father wasarmed, and it 
was feared some violence might be offered to 
forcibly recover the child. Some expressions 
of indignation were heard on all sidés at the 
unusual proceeding, although the father nade 
but little resistance. The ofticers 
found no weapon upon him and withdrew be- 
fore the opening of Court. When the matter 
was called up Judge Gothschalk took occasion 
to denounce the search process as an outrage, 
the like of which he had never heatd before in 
that Court. Mr. Rassieur saidthat under the 
circumstances there were reasons to 
suppose violence might be done. Ife 
stated that the father at the cemetery a few 
days sincé had whipped out a dangerous 
weapon, threatening bodily harm, and there 
was no telling what he might do. No good 
citizen would object to be searched. The or 
der of Judge Colvin directing the custody and 
control of the children to the motherin 1872 was 
read by Mr. Rassieur in justification of the at- 
titude,assumed by the mother, and he referred 
to the way in which the child in question was 
taken from the motherthree years ago by the 
father. He thought that the rights of the 
mother, having been so clearly adjudicated by 
the Court of Criminal Correction, it was a 
sufficient response to quote that order, but if 
time could be given he would furnish all the 
testimony necessary in behalf of the mother. 
Or he was willing for the child to be placed on 
the standand examined bythe Courtin the 
absence of allother parties, andifthe child, 
free from all influence expressed a wish to 
stay with the mother, he would 
not resistit. If the child desired to go back to 
the father the mother’s efforts, however, to 
resist that ought to be withdrawn. 

Judge Gottschalk wanted totry the case in 
the regular way upon the evidence, and the 
Court appointed Monday next for a further 
hearing, the child meanwhile remaining with 
the mother,

THE RIVER FALLING, 


Small Prospects of a Flood at This Point at 
Present. 


The scare about the threatened flood in the 
Mississippi at this point is rapidly passing 
away anditisthe opinion of. river men that 
the worst part of the crisisis over. Thegauge 
this morning read 27.7 feet and stationary, 
which is a decline since yesterday which 
promisesto continue. The reading for the 
pastfew daysis as follows: 

Tuesday, 26.7 feet: Wednesday, 27 feet; 
Thursday, 27.5 feet; Friday, 27.9 feet. It will 


be seen that the boom stopped short this morn- 
ing andthe Father of Waters hus begun to be- 
have himself. 

Along tne Levee this morning the feeling was 
one of confidence. The anxiety of the past 
few days had began to disappear, and old river 
men were not slow to express. their 
opinion that the worst was Over, 
» The fact that the’ Upper Mississippi was fall- 
ing was looked upon us a good sign. — Itis 
thought that there is not enough water coming 
from the Mississippi und Llinois to keep the 
river at this point at its pres 
ent stage. At Dubuque the prospects 
were good, and farther up there seemed to be 
no reason to fear any overtiew. The Lower 
Obio is still angry, and isthreatening the farm- 
ers in the bottoms with an innnediate deluge. 
It is thought here, however, that the 
scare is only temporary and that the danger 
will puss away ina day or two. At Pittsburg 
the riveris falling slightly, which is consid- 
ered u very good sign. The situation may be 
summed up bv saying that the 
chief remaining dangeris the chance of a small 
raise from Cairo down. The outlook forthe 
planters is not very discouraging. If they 
can stand the amount of water 
they now have, with a possible small 
raise for a few days, all will be well. It will 
take heavy rains and a general melting of the 
snows to produce a freshet like that of ’44. The 
worst is over for the present, but there is a 
prospect of high tide about the middle of 
June.

The Royal Order of Fo esters was founded 
at Knarlsborough, England, in 1745, and in 
1834, in a convention at Rochdale the name 
was changed to that of the Ancient Forest- 
ers, a title that the ‘‘Ancient”? (or English) 
order still bears. In 1864 the first regular 
ancient court was plantedin this country. 
About ten years ago some of the members be- 
came restless and dissatisfied with the arbi- 
trary laws governing the order in America, 
and the result was that a large number with- 
drew from the English jurisdiction and the 
Independent Order of Foresters was launch- 
ed upon the fraternal world 
on the 17th day of June, 1874, by the found- 
ing ofthe Most Worthy High Courts in New- 
ark, N.J., bythe energetic efforts of Alonzo 
B. Caldwell, who is now residing in New 
York City. The order now numbers fully 
17,000 divided among 350courts or lodges, 29 
of which are inthe State of Missouri, and 25 
in St. Louis, From the date of its orguni- 
zation upto this time $400,000 has been paid 
out to thelegal heirs of deceased members. 
The Foresters’ Banner of St. Louis stands in 
front ranks of journals representing the great 
organization. The Banner is edited with 
great care, and its articles relative to Forestry 
show careful study.

Miss Owens continued: 
“The Mormon Endowment House is a 
eps adobe building two stories high, built 
ike a small dwelling house, soas not to at- 
tract attention. .lhere ure blinds to all the 
windows,which are nearly always kept down. 
On a certain day I wentto the Enduwment 
House at 8o’clock in the morning, tiking 
my endowment clothes,consisting of garments, 
robe, cap, apron,and mocvasins. I balieve 
pcople used to take their own ol, but that is 
now discontinued, as frees are charged. [I 
went into a small room attached tothe Jmain 
Luilding (designated in the plan by the name 
0! the reception room) which gwas crowded 
men. and women having their 
bundles of clothing. The entrance 
door is on the east side, andin the southeast 
corner there is another, next to which the 
desk stood, where the clerk recorded the 
bames. Aroundthe north antl. west sides 
were benches for the peopleto sit. On going 
up to the desk I presented my recommenda- 
tion from the Bishop In whose ward I was 
Staying, and George Reynolds, who was then 
acting as clerk, asked me my name,those of 
= parents, when and where I was born, and 
when I was baptized into the Mormon Church. 
That over, he told me to leave my hat, cloak, 
and shoes in that room,and taking up my bun- 
dle I wentinto tbe room marked 3 on the 
plan, where I sat waiting till 
came my turn to be wash - 
ed. Oneof the women, an officiating high 
priestess, told me to come behind the 
curtain, which I have indicated by a waving 
line, where I could hear a great deal of 
splashing and subdued conversation. I had 
to stepinto a long bath, about half full of 
water, when another woman proceeded to 
wush me. I objected strongly to this part of 
‘the business, but was told toshow a more 
humble spirit. However, when she godt to 
my feet, she let me go, and I was‘turned over 
to another weman, who had spoken to me 
first, and whose name was Bathsheba Smith 
(one of the widows of Apostle George A. 
tmith.) She wore alarge shiny apron, and 
her sleeves tucked up above her elbows. She 
looked thorougbly like business. Another 
womzn Was standing beside her with a large 


wooden spoon and some green olive 
oil in a cow’s horn. This woman 
oured the oil out of |the spoon 


nto Bathsheba’s, hand who immediately put 
it on my head, ears, eyes, mouth, and every 
partof my body, and asshe greased me she 
muttered a kind of prayer over each member 
of my bod)—my head, thatI might havea 
knowledge of thetruths of God; my eyes, 
that I might see the glories ofthe kingdom; 
my mouth that I might at alltimes speak the 
truth; my arms, that they might be strong in 
the defense of the gospel; my bosom—— r do 
not want to tell this part of the story, but I do 
want people to know the truth and how 
disgusting and indelicate this thing 
is. Mormon people deny 
of these things, and civilized and 


eople can hardly realize that this institution — 


s:sinfsmous as it really is, but I solemnly 


assert that these things|do exist. To continue: - - 


My bosom, that I might nouiish the children 
whom I might raise by my hus >and (I was 
not then mariied, but expected to be), and 
that I might raise up a goodly seed, that they 
might be pillars and strength to the upbuild- 
ing and strengthening of God’s kingdoms on 
earth. And so she got down tomy feet, when 
she hoped that they might be swift in the 
paths of righteousness and truth. She then 
turned me over to the woman who had wash- 
ed me, and who whispered my new and celes- 
tial name in mvear. I believe I am to becalled 
up in the merning of the resurrection by it. It 
was ‘Sarah.’ I felt disappointed. I thought 
I should have received a more distinguished 
name. She told me that my name must nev- 
er be spoken, but often thought of to keep 
away evil spirits. I should be required to 
speak it once that day, but she would tell me 
in What part of the ceremony, and that I 
should never again have to speak it. She 
told me to put on my garments. The are 
made in one piece. On the rfent breast is a 
square, on the lefta compass,in the center a 
the ‘stone.’ We 
were told that as long as we kept them on no 
harm could befall us, and that when we 
changed them were not to take them all 
off at once, but slip out a limb at a time and 

immediately dive into the clean ones. The 
neck was never to be cut low or the sleeves 
short, as that would be patterning after the 
fashions of the Gentiles. Afterthis I put on 
my clothes, andin my stocking feet waited 

with those who were washed and anointed 
until she had finished two or three. This done, 
the little calico curtains (marked A and B) 
were drawn aside and the men and women 
stood revealed to each other. The men looked 


very uncomfortable, and not at ail 
picturesque. They only had _ t‘eir 
garments and _ shirts on, and _ “renlly 
did seem = as though they were 


ashamed of themselves, as well they miznt 
be. Joseph F. Smith then came to where we 
were all waiting and-told us that if we wanted 


to back out now was our time, because we - 


should not be able afterward, and that we 
were bound to goright through. All there 
who wanted to go through were to hold u 

their hands, which, of course, every one did, 
believing that all of the good and hold thiogs 
that were to be seen and heardin the house 
of the Lord were yetto come. He then toid 


{ us that if ever any ofus attempted to reveal 


what we saw and heard in the house our 
memories would be blighted, and we should 
be everlastingly damned, for they were things 
too holy to be spoken of between each other 
after we had once left the Endowment House. 


Cheap Gas and Public Profit. 
From the Manchester Examiner, 


The gas works in Manchester have always 
been the property of the inhabitants. Orig- 
inally they were directed by a board of thirty 
directois selected from the commission of 

olice. Up to 1835 they had a debt of £89,000. 

t has been the custom from the first to apply 
the gas profits to town jimprovements. In 
1831 the sum paid for this purpose was £6,900; 
in 1835 it had risen to £10,135. 

The price of gas has —— been reduced. 
In 1838 it was 12s. per 1,000 cubic feet; in 1844, 
6s.; up to 1870, 5s.; then, by a series of grad- 
ual reductions it has come down to last year’s 
figure of 3s.; and a further reduction was 

romised in December last to 2s. 10d. per 

,000 cubie feet for gas having an illuminat- 
ing power of 21,32 candles. The profits turned 
over to the _— in 1879 were - equivalent to 
942d per 1,000 feet. . 

The committee have been very busy of late 
years watching the many valuable im- 

rovements in gas making, and notably in all 

abor saving appliances. A most important 

art is the sale of the by-products,ammeniacal 

iquor, tar and coke, which in 1879 produced 
£50,000. The monetary operations of the eom- 
mittee are necessarily on a scale of great 
magnitude, the total income being nearly 
£400,000 per annum. They employ about 
6CO men in summer and 1,300 in winter. For 
interest on their debt they need £25,000 a 
year; for sinking fund, £30,000; the light the 
streets at a cost of £24,000, pay rates, rents, 
and taxes amounting to £1 and charge 
themselves with depreciation, £27,000. hese 
items come annually tothe enormous sum of 
£119,000, and yet the committee can hand over 
a profit of £52,000 tothe improvement com- 
mittee, andsave the rates to that amount.

This work will be performed in Bos- 
ton for the first times on Monday and Tues- 
day evenings, May 16 and 17, under Theodore 
Thomas’ direction, with chorus, orchestra 
and Miss Annie Louise Cary, Mr. Franz Rem- 
mertz and Mr. Julius Jordan as soloists. 


A curious mectinpg of the three musical 
emperors is arranged to tuke place at berlin 
this spring. The Abbe Liszt is coming to 
conduct the performance of his ‘‘Christus” 
by the German Cecilia Society on April 25, 
and on the 29th of that month Von Bulow will 
give a Liszt concert. Both will remain in 
Berlin for the production, at the Victoria 
Theater, under Richard Wagner’s superin- 
tendence, of the **Niebelungen Ring.’’ The 
Musik Welt draws a humorous picture of the 
aged Liszt strolling Unter den Lieden with a 
son-in-law on each arm. 


Referring to Mme. Patti’s change of pur- 
pose,in regard to her contemplated Ameri- 
can tour next year, the Figaro of London 
says: **Totake the lady on a concert tour 
through America, and to make no arrange- 
ments for her appearance in opera. seems 
too absurd for our practical cousins. Whether 
la diva will eventually go to the United States 
is a matter for the future. But while she can 
have, as she is now receiving in Paris, half 
the gross receiptsi-on an average receipt of 
£1,200 a night, she is not likely to tempt for- 
tune on the other side of the Allantic.”’ 


The abolition of the ‘‘tingletangles,” as the 
numerous cafe chantants that formerly dis- 
graced Berlin were called, has had a strange 
consequence in the introduction of *‘*singing 
piano players” in hundreds of beer saloons. 
These are always of the sterner sex, who 
sing, with voices more or less tuneful, to their 
own accompaniments, all sorts of songs, from 
the latest ‘*gassenhauer,” or popular melody, 
to the classic compositions of Schumann or 
Rubinstein. These poor fellows are ill paid, 
and are mostly persons who have been better 
days, Who never thought that thev would 
utilize the finishing accomplishments of their 
education to eke out a scanty livelihood. 


The Dramatic News tells a good story at 
James O’Neill’s expense. While the popu- 
lar actor was playing at the Windsorin New 
York, week before last, a waggish acquaint- 
ance purloined from the front of a neighbor- 
ing variety show a big board on which was a 
cut of aman dressed in Hibernian costume 
holding a shillaleh over his head, and labelled 
‘Jim O'Neill, the greatest jig dancer in the 
world.” This was carried down and set in 
front of the Windsor, where it remained 
nearly twenty-four hours before it was dis- 
covered.. O’Neill was exceedingly angry 
about it, but the News says his wrath bore no 
comparison to the rage ol the jig dancer, 

The direction of the German National The- 
atre at Mannheim, as a celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the production 
of Schiller’s **Robbers,’’ the first performance 
of which was given at that theatre on Jan. 13, 
1782, offers a price for the best drama, to be 
submitted by Nov. 10, 1881. It must be writ- 
ten in the higher style, and in the spirit of 
Schiller’s first works; must be a realistic re- 
flection of the life of the present age and the 
German people. By this is meant not the 
dramatic presentation of contemporary polit- 
ical or social questions. which arise and pass 
away with the day, but such questions as 
affect humanity universally and lastingly, and 
which are given special color and form by the 


age in which we live. . 


A Russian Tyrant. 
From the New York Sun. 


Panjutin, one of the Government officials in 
command of the district embracing Odessa, in 
Russia, is described at some length in the 
Berlin Tageblatt.. Within a few months after 
his assuming office, ninety-three persons 
were dispatched “administratively,” which 
means without trial, conviction or even accu- 
sation, to East Siberia, among them several 
whose ages ranged between 14 and 17 years. 


Some of these arrests and banishments were ? 


effected in such haste as to occasion trifting 
mistakes, like sending off the wrong man. 
Thus, in place of the student Andreas Ostrow- 
ski,the typesetter Wildimir Ostrowski was 
carted off; and the same thing happened to a 
raiJroad laborer, one Kusceniranko, in place 
of a student of the same name. Inthe same 
category may be placed the arrest and banish- 
ment of a postillion, with his wife and a babe, 
a vear and a half of age, the child being re- 
corded as guilty of treason, and transported 
for that crime. Panjutin selected congenial 
tools for the execution of his orders. He di- 
rected one of his subordinates to search the 
laboratory of the University of Odessa. The 
man made the search, and found nothing that 
he could safely seize, but he nevertheless ex- 
pressed strong suspicions because there were 
so many of “those electric batteries around.”? 
Teachers and professors were especial objects 
of Panjutin’s kind offices. One of the Odessa 
faculty resigned his chair and quitted the 
— to get out of the man’s neighbor- 
100d.

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GQ0D FARMING. 


The Faults of American Agricul- 
| turalists Pointed Out. 


Hints, Suggestions, Garnered Wisdom 
and a Few Household Recipes. 


All admit that the system of farming gen- 
erally pursued in this country is poor. It is not 
productive of large crops, and ordinarily re- 
sults in exhausting the fertility of the soil. 
The yield of potatoes, roots, and small grain 
is smaller here than in Great Britain, al- 
though the soil is naturally richer and the 
climate, in most respects, much better. Twice 
as many cows are kept on the same number 
of acres of land in Holland as inthe United 
States. In both countries :the soil increases 
in fertility year to year, notwithstanding the 
large crops taken from it. The same is sub- 
stantially true in all parts of France. Besides, 
much land is being brought under cultivation 
every season that was thought to be too poor 
to produce paying crops a few years ago. 

The gradual exhaustion of fertility of the 
soil has beem noticed since the first settlement 
of nearly every portion of the country. The 
first settlers of Maine became very wealthy |by 
legitimate farming. Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut were once wheat-exporting States. 
Taller corn formerly grew in the eastern por- 
tion of Maryland than now grows in Western 
Iowa. More bushels of wheat were harvest- 
ed from an acre of land in Central New-York, 
onlv a few years ago, than are now produced 
in the most fertile portions of Minnesota or 
Dakota. The present managers of the Monut 
Vernon estate do not find it profitable to cul- 
tivate the soil, but in the lifetime of Washing- 
ton ship-loads of tobacco and wheat were 
annually raised on the farm. 

The causes of our inferior and destructive 
system offarming are various. In the first 
place we havetoo much landto render it 


necessary to till any portion of it as it should 
be in order to secure the production of large 
crops and at thefsame time cause its fertility to 
increase or even to remain unimproved. Men 
will not expend $10 for fertilizers to apply to 
an acre of ‘ond when they can purchase an 
acre of virgin soil for half thatsum. Neither 
will they spend time in a crops that 
can be utilized as fertilizers. If they are in 
haste to make money, as most Americans are, 
they will continue to raise a succession of 
commercial crops on the same land till it fails 
to produce them in paying quantities. They 
will then ‘‘pull up stakes” and seek ‘*fresh 
fields and pastures new.” 

In truth, this is whata large proportion of 
our farmers have been doing during the time 
the country has been settled. Tobacco-raising 
commenced onthe coast of Chesapeake Bay, 
and has gradually been moving westward as 
the soil became exhausted ofits fertility to 
such an extent that it would no longer pro- 
duce cropsJarge in amount or excellent in 
quality. Itis not unusual to find tobuacco- 
raisers who have moved five or six times in 
order tolocate onlands that still retained 
those elements of fertility that are required 
for the production of the tobacco plant. Some 
of them started in Maryland and moved to 
Virginia, and then continued their search for 
new land through West Virginia and Kentucky 
into Missouri, They have become rich by 
means of impoverishing the landthey have 
occupied. 

The cotton-raisers have pursued substan- 
tially the same course. They commenced in 
South Carolina, and have advanced as far 
west as Arkansas or Texas. Some of them 
are now turning their longing eyes toward 
Arizona and Soutbern Califognia. Those 
farmers who have raised wheat as a leading 
crop have followed the example of tobacco 
and cotton growers. Like the Indians they 
have been constantly retiring from thesea 
coast. Commencing with Massachusetts, one 
State after another has ceased to produce 
enough ofthe “plant ofcivilizatfon” for sup- 
p'ving its inhabitants. First New York sup- 
plied New England, the Ohio supplied New 
York, and nowthefar Western States send 
wheat to those lying east of Illinois. 

Cheap lands fertilized by nature and lying 
only a little further west have constantly been 
tempting farmers to neglect the proper till- 
age of their old farms and move to more fer- 
tile localities. Land-grant railway companies 
and the General Government itself have also 
exerted a very powerful influenceim indu- 
cing farmers tonegiect keeping |up the 
fertility of the landthey have occupied 
and cropped till it was no longer productive 
of large crops. Offering land at nominal 
prices, or asa free gift, has had the effect of 
making farmers restless and uneasy. Ex- 
pecting to move in a few vears, they become 
careless in their methods of tillage : they 
‘finally work their farms only with the in- 
tention of raising money to enable them to 
move. 

It must be evident to every careful observer 
that the era of good farming,so faras per- 
tains to keeping up or increasing the fertility 
of the soilis concerned, will not commence 
while a large amount of unoccupied land re- 
mains. Looked at simply from the stand 
point of money-getting, itis better,in the 
eyes of many persons, to exhaust the fertility 
of one piece of land inthe shortest time it can 
be done under the system generally pursued 
in commergial farming, and then topursue 
a similar course in relation to another piece. 
This method of farming remunerates the in- 
dividual, but, asa matter of course, it im- 
poverishes the soil as well as the community. 
As arule, our farmers have become rich at 
the expense of the soil they have managed. 

Land is only brought to its maximum de- 
gree of productiveness when it becomes 
scarce. Neitheris allthe inferior land brought 
under cultivation tillthe best is appropriated. 
In this country we have not yet reached the 
point where farmers think it profitable to 
render their land fertile inthe highest de- 
gree, or when they think it will generally pay 
to reclaim bogs, drain marshes, or improve 
the sides of hills and mountains. In most 
parts ef the country the time has not come 
when farmers find it profitable to purchase 
commercial fertilizers. In some parts where 
the land is naturally very rich and at the same 
time cheap, the majority-of farmersdo not 
think it pays totake much pains in saving 
manure or in applying it to the soil. 

As with manuring, so with under-draining. 
All admit that land can be rendered mue 
more productive, more easy to work, and 
less susceptible to injury by drouth by placing 
drain tile several] feet below the surface of it. 
But tile draining is expensive. The material 
cost a large.sum of money, while it requires 
much labor to put them in position. If 
the supply of land was limited or the price as 
high as itis in many European countries, a 
large proportion of it would be underlain 
with drain-tile. But solong as the cost of 
under-draining one acre of land is greater 
tbanthe price of two acres that adjoin the 
farm, or fifty acres in the neighboring State, 
but little land will be improved in this man- 


ner, 
The like is true in relation to buildings for 
the protection of farm produce and the 
sheltering of stock. Their valueis so uppar- 
ent as to be acknowledged by all. In countries 
where land is very expensive no farmer will 
think it possible to dispense with them. The 
waste entailed by putting hay in stack, and 
potatoes in pits, the extra amountof food 
consumed by stock kept exposed to the cold 
of winter and the storms of all seasons of the 
ear, would render a farmer bankrupt. Here 
n the West, however, we find many farmers 
who declare that it does not pay to put fod- 
der under cover, and that it is cheaper to keep 
cattle warm by — corn inside of them 
than by placing lumberin the form of build- 
ings outside oftheir bodies, Asa rule the 
cheaper the land the less care is taken to pro- 
tect ey products or to shelter animals of

Lack of cash capital sadly interferes with 
conducting farming operations after the most 
approved methods. In Great Britana farm- 
cris expected to have capitalin the form of 
money, tools, and stock amounting to about 
$50 for every acre of land he occupies.

They are in debt for the land they 
occupy.

Persons thus situated 
are in no condition to cultivate their lands in 
the best manner. Most of our tenant farmers 
possess no property aside fromateam, two 
or three cows, and some household furniture. 
They cannot, from the nature of things, im- 
prove the landthey occupy. In factthey are 
not expected to do this. Itis generally pre- 
sumed that atennet farmer will impoverish 
the land he occupies—that he will rob the 
soil in order to obtain money to pay his 
rent. " 

It is evident that the era of good farming it 
this country will not come till the large 
bodies of land now owned by the Government 
railroads, and specuiators have passed into the 
hands of persons who will cultivate them. 
Farmers will not then be as migratory as they 
are now. They will not think to move from 
one part ofthe country to onother with the 
expectation of obtaining|land ata nomina 
price. They will not find it economical to de- 
stroy or impair the productiveness of the 
toil they tend. They will, on the other hand, 
seek to keep up or increase its fertility. When 
there is no more excellent wild land to pur- 
chase or obtain by rightZof premption, they 
will improve what they have by a judicious 
system of manuring and under-draining, and 
by adopting a plan of rotating crops which 
will prevent the exhaustion of the fertility ot 
the soil. Bogs willthen be drained and the 
sides of hills and mountains improved. The 
capital that is now employed in the purchase 
of more land to add to farms will be expended 
in improvimg the land a farmer owns, A stop 
will then bé put tothe enormous waste that 
characterize our present system of farming. 
Hand tools will then be emploved in connec- 
tion with machines for cultivating and har- 
vesting crops, und more attention will be 
paid to the protection of stock and the fodder 
designed for keeping Jhem. In the meantime 
the waste places that are nowso frequentin 
all parts of the country will be improved and 
even beautified. 


FOR BUGS ON PLANTS. 


CHERRY CREEK, Miss., March 28, 1881.— 
Can you inform me of a remedy that will pre- 
vent insects from sucking young plants, such 
as watermelon plants, cabbage, ete.?

Answer—For the little black flee bug sprin- 
kle the small plants with a mixture of soot, 
sulphur and ashes, or air-slacked lime. Some 
use a mixture of fresh cow manure. For the 
striped melon bug the best protection is to be 
Had by covering the hill with a frame ten 
inches square, well set in the earth, and with 
cotton tacked over it. For the cabbage 
worm pour over the plant water just hot 


enough to kill the worm without scaldingthe . 


cabbage. 
SOWING CLOVER SEED. 


It is not too late to sow clover seed. 
chard ae may do well yet, ifthe season is 
favorable; but in general it will be better to 
sow it in February, unless you have a piece 
of good Jand in fine condition for spring bar- 
ley or oats, in which case orchard grass could 
be sown to advantage. Itis alight seed and 
starts growth with difficult y. If you have not 
sown it yet I think I would defer now until 
the ground is dry enough to harrow nicely, 
then sow the orchard grass on wheat or bar- 
ley and harrow well. Sowthe clover seed and 
roll. The seeds will start promptly and more 
evenly and stand the not weather as well as 
any way I have evertried. Light seeds grow

POTTED BEEF.—Take three pounds of 
beef well salted, pick out any gristle or skin 
that may be in it. Pound the meat carefully 
in a stone mortar with a little butter until it 
becomes a fine paste, Season it. by degrees as 
you are beating it, with black pepper, all- 
spice, or pounded cloves, mace. or grated 
nutmeg. Put it in pots, pressing it down as 
closely as possible, an eovering it about a 
quarter of an inch thick with clarified butter. 


Dumas’s Famous SALAD.—Dumas himself 
describes it as a salad of a high fantasy, of 3 
composite order, and formed of tive principal 
ingredients, Rounds of beet root, ‘slices of 
celery, truffles chopped, harebells with thin 
tufts and bojled potatoes. And here shall 
follow the creat novelist’s recipe for. making 
the salad, or rather the mixture: ‘I placé,” 
says Dumas, ‘‘in my salad-bow! for two 
guests the yolk of an egg, and stir it in oil till 
it becomes a paste. To this paste I add cher- 
vil, minced tunney, pounded anchovies,, 
mustard of Maille, a large spoonful .of soy, 
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gherkins and the whites of cage, also minced. 


Then dilute the whole with the best vinegar 
I can procure, and my servant stirs it; while 
over all T cast a pinch of ‘paprico’ and Hua- 
garian pepper.’ . |
